INFECTIOUS  DISEASESs- 

There  was  a  wide-spread  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  early 
monthss  cases  here  were  mostly  mild  and  no  deaths  were 
reported  from  this  complaint.  Eight  cases  of  pneumonia  were 
notified  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  with  one  death. 

Twelve  cases  of  measles,  also  in  the  first  half,  with  no 
deaths.  Two  cases  of  scarlet  feverg  both  recovered-  Mild 
whooping-cough  was  prevalent  in  the  middle  of  the  years  there 
were  no  fatalities.  Infections  of  the  middle-ear  continued  to 
be  prevalent  in  the  winter  and  springy  these  have  been 
successfully  treated  by  operation  and  anti-biotics  without  any 

permanent  ill-results  remaining.  Three  cases  of  dysentery 
were  notified?  all  recovered.  One  case  only  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  was  notified  (male,  aged  28).  There  v/ere  no 


deaths  from  tuberculosis. 


WATER  SUPPLY- 

The  District  continues  to  get  its  supply  from  the  Water¬ 
works  now  ovi/ned  by  the  Blyth  R.D.C*  This  source  continues 
to  provide  water  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality o
